MORE FISH 

Last month »n eipert flsh culturlst 
of the National Bureau of Klaherlee 
traveled over our State at the re 
quest of our Fish aud Game Com- 
mlesion for the purpose of locating 
suitable sites and streams for the 
establishment of Ash hatoherlee by 
the State of West Virginia. Hereto¬ 
fore the commission has bought trout 
eggs and had them hatched at the 
Government hatchery at White 
Sulphur. Tills is an economical and 
ooovenleot arrangement so far as It 
concerns our State However the 
demand / upon the government 
hatoherlee Is now becoming so heavy 
for flih for the streams of the elates, 
that there will be no room to hatch 
the flsh required to adequately supply 
the requirements of West Virginia 
streams. That time will soon be here, 
and If our streams are to be kept 
properly stocked, our State must now 
make preparations to establish her 
own flsh hatcheries. 

With the hesvy Ashing and conse 
quent depletion of the native stock of 
baas and trout, our streams must be 
stocked each year with hand hatched 
fish, If our watere are to supply us 
with flsh that the natural food supply 
of the streams will support. More 
people are going Ashing each year, 
and traveling farther to flsh. The 
automobile makes streams flfty miles 
away easily available for a day’s 
fishing. Then, too, the natural de¬ 
sire to go places In an automobile 
prompts many a fishing excursion 

We can have people and fish In the 
same country. Our streams are now 
depleted of fish because of overflsh- 
Ing. With the proper observance of 
the closed seasons, reasonable catch 
limits, and the planting each year of 
flah propagated In State owned 
hatcheries, our streams will furnish 
good flehlng for everybody and get 
better eacn season. The problem of 
water pollution will eventually be 
satisfactorily settled. The streams 
of England and other densely populat 
ed countries afford good fishing. A 
generation ago the great States of 
the north and east began to take 
steps to' conserve their natural re 
sources of flah and game, and this 
State Is just now beginning to take 
advantage of the experience and 
example set by these older States 
The opening up of the country has 
not changed our streams to any great 
extent, and this writer has It upon the 
word of the expert Ash culturlst who 
visited Pocahontas County last month 
that our streams will again teem 
with Ashes If the State will establish 
hatcheries to furnish a yearly supply 
of small flsh to take the piece of the 
larger ones taken out by the fisher¬ 
men. ^ 

The matter of more game birds and 
animals presents a different propo¬ 
sition than that of more flsh What 
was the best game range before the 
white man come 19 now farm land. 
While we have In this country and 
State an Immense acreage of wild land 
which furnishes good cover and range 
for game, birds and beasts do not 
stay put In the woods like flsh must 
stay In the water. Over In Pennsyl¬ 
vania and other older States, the one 
perplexing problem the game com 
mission now has on Its hands Is how 
to keep the deer from eating up the 
farm ciope. 

Game and fish are real sources of 
wealth to any country, and West 


Vlrgloia has been tardy In awakeo- 
Ing to the realisation of this fact. In 
Pennsylvania laet season about eight 
thousand deer wore killed legally. 
The lest doer huutlng season In West 
Virginia there were about sixty doer 
killed, and moot of thorn were killed 
In Pocalrontae county. The differ¬ 
ence lethot Pennsylvania began to 
conserve her game twenty years be¬ 
fore West Virginia thought about 
it 

Speaking about gome conservation, 
brings to mind thet the committee 
appointed by the Fifth and Commission 
has decided on the name of “Seneca 
Forest'' for the 11,000 game sanctuary 
In Pocahontas oouQty between Mar- 
Unton and Cloverllck. The Seneca 
Trefll gives the name. The oom- 
mtttee was composed of Governor 
Morgan. Judge MoCUntlc and Hoo. 
H. H. Haynes.

SHEEP TREATMENT 

In order to Insure the health and 
vigor of the flock, ell sheep should be 
treated for Internal parasites at least 
three times per year. The oral treat 
meotahould be given just'after tbe 
flock !e shorn, the second during the 
mooth of August, and tbe third the 
flratpartof November, .or ten to 
fifteen deye before breeding. 

All lembe that are to be kept In the 
oreedlng floor should be treated at 
weaning time, and separated from the 
flock by turning them on new peeture 
for tbe remaining pert of the sum¬ 
mer and fell. If there are sheep in 
the flock that ere In poor health, and 
run down In flesh they should be 
treated once each month uotll they 
regain their health and vigor. Never 
treat ewes within two months before 
lambing. 

Go to your druggist or county agent 
and have him weigh out the copper 
sulphate (blueatone) and powdered 
mustard In one ounce packages for 
you, So as to make sure that you are 
getting the correct amounts 

Thoroughly dissolve one ounce of 
powdered copper sulphate (blueetooe) 
In two quarts of warm wiser (It la 
best to use soft water; hard water can 
be softened by boiling), using a glass, 
wooden, or porcelain vessel of some 
kind, after which stir Into the 
solution one ounce of powdered 
mustard. This will give you the 
standard solution for treating sheep 
for stomach worms. The correct 
doses of this solution are as follows: 
Fur a lamb 3 t > 5 months old 1 2 
fluid ounce;For a lamb 6 to 10 months 
old 1 fluid ounce; Fora yearling sheep 
2 fluid ounces; Fora mature sheep 3 
fluid ounces. 

Two quarts of this solution, If none 
of It Is wnsjted, will treat sixty-four 
Kmha s*x to ten months of age. or 
thirty-two yearling sheep, or twenty- 
one mature aheep. 

A small, long necked bottle is very 
good to use lo giving the treatment, 
but a metal syringe la the best, If 
available. If you haven't a syringe 
or anything lo which to measure a 
fluid ounce, use a tablespoon. Two 
tablespoonfuls of this solution make 
one ounce Keep tbe solution thorough¬ 
ly stirred while, using. Otherwise 
bed results may follow. 

Sheep that are to be treated for 
stomach worms must be kept away 
from all feed and water from twenty 
to twenty four hours before giving 
the treatment and from four to five 
hours after treating. For three 3r 
four days 'after treating keep the 
sheep on land that Is not to be used 
for sheep pasture. 

Nicotine sulphate treatment for 
stomach worms In sheep has begn 
successfully*used for more than two 
years by a number of the experiment 
stations and shepherds. Some 
at itlons claim that this treatment Is 
m »re effective than the copper aui- 
p iste treatment. Forty per cent 
n cotlne sulphate Is sjmetlmss called 
black leaf forty. 

To these who wish to try this 
treatment, secure the proper amount 
of forty per cent nicotine sulphate 
from yrur druggist or county agent 
and proceed to make up the solution 
at tbe rate of one ounce *c two quarts 
of water.. This solution should be 
stirred well before and during U9e 
The correct deses of this solution, for 
sheep at various ages, Is the same as 
the doses for the copper sulphate 


solution. Handle the sheep* with 
this treatment Just as recommended 
for the copper sulphate treatment. 

Those In charge of the aheep work 
at the Experiment Station of the I 
United - Si alee Department of Agrl 
culture at Belleville, Maryland, claim 
to get excellent results by mixing 
equal parts of nftootftne sulphate and 
copper sulphate together. 

A standard solution of ibis mixture 
may be made by thoroughly dissolv¬ 
ing one half ounce of copper sulphate 
into two quarts of warm water, then 
adding one-half ounce of nlcotlue J 
sulphate and stirring thoroughly 
Keep this solution stirred well during 
use. A correct does of this solution 
Is the samn as for the copper sulphate 
solution. In giving this treatment| 
handle the sheep just the same a« you 
would with the oopper sulphate 
treatment

Bath County has been apportioned 
the sum of 950.000 by the Virginia 
Highway Commission, to be expend 
ed In Improving the road east of 
Warm Springs towards Goshen. The 
Bath Enterprise says the State will 
so*»n begin work This will be weh_ 
come news In Pocahontas county, as 
many of our people take this route 
when going east by automobile. 


Federal prohibition agents may 
lawfully atop automobiles and oilier 
vehicles and search them for oontra 
band liquor without a warrant, the 
Supreme Court decided In a caaa 
from Michigan^ brought by George 
Carroll and John Ktro. 

In another ll^ior case decision, 
brought From Georgia by Slg Samuels 
the oou>t held that the states m#y 
under the constitution, make unlaw¬ 
ful the p o s s ession of liquor acquired 
legally before enactment of the feder¬ 
al prohibition act. 

Chief Justice Taft delivered the 
opinion In both cases. Justices Mo- 
Reynolds and Sutherland dtraenttng 
In the former and Justly Butler In 
the latter. 

Declaring that “It would be Intoler¬ 
able and unreasonable If a prohibi¬ 
tion agent were authorized to stop 
every automobile on the chanoe of 
finding liquor. Chief Justice Taft as¬ 
serted. “unites there Is known to a 
competent officer authorized to eearch 
probable care for believing their 
vehicles are carrying contraband or 
Illegal merchandise " 

Is was the Indent of Congress, how¬ 
ever. to make a distinction between 
the neoeealtty for a search warrant 
In the searching of private dwellings 
and of automobllea. the ohlef Justice 
stated, and that distinction was con¬ 
stitutional. There la no provision In 
the constitution which denounces all 
searches or aetzurea without a war 
rant, he said, adding that It prohib¬ 
its only “unreasonable" searches or 
seizures 

Justice Taft stressed the difference 
between a search of a store, dwelling 
house or other structure “In respect 
of which a proper official warrant 
readily may be obtained, and a search 
of-a ship, motor boat, wagon or 
automobile for contraband goods 
where It la not practicable to secure 
a, warrant because the vehicle can be 
quickly moved out of the locality or 
Jurisdiction In whloh the warrant 
muat be sough*," *
